WE have to regret,-Fellqw-Citizéns, that during the past 
autumn our State, in common with the Southwestern section 
of the Union, suffered in an unusual degree, from the disenses 
to which new countries, situated in warm climates, and in a 
progressive state of improvement, are often subjected. — The 
frequent and heavy falls of rain during the summer, which caus- 
ed the streams to overflow, and covered the low-lands with 
water, being succeeded by a drought of. uncommon duration, 
tendered the atmosphere, in consequence of the rapid decay 
of vegitation, in many places unfriendly to health. As the 
country, however, was for several years previously becoming 
annually mete healthy, and as the cause that produced the 
sickness, but rarely happens to the same extent, we have rea- 
son to hope that a recurrence of the calamity will nogigeraften 
experienced. , 7 

arly in September last, this city was again visited by the 
Yellow-Fever The timely information of its existence by a 
highly respectable physician, saved many from its fatal effects. 
A great portion of the in e retired to the country with- 
in a few -days after the 
could not be prevailed upon to leave their homes; while oth- 
ers exposed themselves to the disease throuxh a sense of duty 
to their suffering fellow citizens. Whether this destructive 
malady originated from local causes, or was brought from a 
distance, is a question concerning which there exists such op- 
posite opinions, deduced from various facts, that in seeking 
fora preventative by legislative assistance, it would be unsafe 
to consider either position as positively correct Enough, 
however, is known from experience, and from well established 
facts, to guide us upon this suhject.— That in most instances 
the disease cannot be communicated in the country, or éven 
in villages, situated in the vicinity of cities where it may pre- 
vail, tho? a constant intercourse may be kept up by the in- 
habitants, is a fact not merely founded upon what we have 
witnessed in this neighborhood, but upon incidents that have 
occured almost in every place where yellow fever has made 
its appearance within the United States. It. would seem, 
therefore, to follow that whether the discase be of local or

. Myistant origin, a peculiar state of the air is necessary to ren- 


der it endemial. The condition of this city during the: last 
summer, in respect te the causes to which an unhealthy state

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rm was given. Many, however, 
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-òf the atmosphere is generally attributed, was similar to that, 
of the year eightzen hundred and seventeen, when it was first 
affected with yellow fever: Banks of earth having been thrown 
up, and ponds of water created in carrying on the works of im- 
proving and graduating the streets. We have reason, there- 
fore to believe, from the circumstance of the diséase never 
having existed here previous to the commencement of these 
imprevements, from the elevated site of the city, and from 
the facility with which it can be perfectly drained, that a re- 
turn of this distressing calamity, with due attention, may 
hereafter be prevented. I feel persuaded, gentlemen, that. 
you will cheerfully grant such additional powers to the con- 
stituted authorities of the city as may be deemed uséful in ac- 
complishing so desirable an end. 

Notwithstanding, seule “es the calamities of the past. 
season, and the partial pecdntary embarrassthents arising 
from an unexpected depression “in the price of the principal 

production of our soil, yet when, we reflect that happiness and 
prosperity are but relative states, we must acknowledge that 
our unbounded thankfulness is due to the Ruler of the Uni- 
verse for the numerous favors dispensed to us Our country 
has been restored to health, agriculture has been rewarded 
with abundance, ahd industry in the various avocations of life 
continues to meet with a just remunerati n. But among the 
blessings bestowed, none have a stronger claim to our gráti-

a system of government which has for its sole object the wel-

J expectgd, gentlemen, at pone present meeting to have had 
it in my power. to congratulate you üpon an acquisition of u 
part of the territory occupied by dur Indian neighbors.— Bui 
this desirable object, so intimately connected with the growth 
and prosperity of the State, has not yet been attained.

As the time for which I was elected Chief Magistrate ofthe 
State will expire before you enter upon the ordinary business 
of the session, and as in former communications I solicited the 
aitention of the Legislature to the importance of adopting 
measures for the promotion of Education, fo. the improve- 
meut of Roads and Highways throughout the State, and for” 
better administrstion of public justice by the establishment of 
a Penitentiary, I dg not deem it incumbent upon me at pre» 
sent to submit to your consideration any subject of Le.isla- 
tion except such as are requisite to give further efficacy to the 
existing laws. „5 * 

- The Constitution provides for the election of a Sheriff and 
ene or more Coroners in each county, who are to hold their 
offices for two years unless sooner’ removed. The commence- 
mént of the term of service is undefined, and no provision is 
made compelling the person in officé to perform the duties 
until his successor shall be qual-fied As the returns of elec- 
tions do not reach the Executive Department at regular peri- 
ods, and as delays ogtastonally happen in the transmission of 
commissions, it will be necessary in order to guard against 
embarrassments that may arise from these casualties, to pro- 
vide a remedy by law. °

The act passed at the last session of the General Assembly 
for the appointment of Senators and Representatives, does 
not designate a returning officer for the respective Senatorial 
Districts, which generally consist of more than dhe county. 
To remedy this omission, I directed the Sheriffs within the, 
district where senators were elected at the last general elec- 
tion, to make separate returns to the secretary ofstate, and 
also to compare the polls, in order to ascertain. the members 
elected. . The necessity, however, of amending the laws in 
this respect, is obvious,

Embarrassments have arisen in enforcing the provisions of 
the act for regulating the importation of slaves. ‘The duty of 
thé officers directed to collect the tax, is not fully defined, & 
hy anincidental decision of one of the honorable judges of the 
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supreme court, the tax itself has been declared to be in con- 
_travention to the constitution of the United States. To do a- 
way all doubt upon this subject, and to carry the main inten- 
tion of the law more completely into effect, I respectfully 
sugvest to the general assembly, the policy of exercising the 
power, with which they are invested by the constitution, of 
preventing unconditionally the importation of slaves, asa 
merchandize The evi s arising from this odious practice, are 
constantly, tho’ imperceptibly, increasing, and must ultimate- 
ly result in consequences of a most serious nature, unless the 
trafic is wholly prohibited. 


In the Judiciary System but few defects have been discov- 
‘ered since the last adjournment of the Le. islature. The law 
respecting the qualiiications of Jurors,.excludes all persons 
from serving in that capacity, who have been guilty of any of- 
fence whatever. As there are offences against the laws, which 
neithe - mport a want of honesty or of intellect, the propriety 
of c ig the exclusion to such only, as have been guilty- 
of tr. nable and felonious crimes, must be evident Where 
the penalty attached to an offence is merely a pecuniary fine, 
the law authorises -the defendant to be discharged, upon its 
appearing to the court that he is unable to pay the amount. 
It has been represented to me by one of the honorable mem- 
bers of the superior court, that the operations of this provis» 
ion, not unfrequently defeats the object of public justice I 
therefore suggest to the Le: islature, the propriety of amen- 

ding the law, by authorising the court, in such cases, to com- 


mute the fine for imprisonment, in proportion to the sum asa 
sessed. 


The account created between this state, and the late terri- 
tory of Alabama, in consequence o'a provision in the act of 
Congress for dividine the Mississippi territory, aas been ad 
justed The principles upon which the settlement was made, 


are explained in a communication to the Governor of the state 
of Alabama, upon this subject. 


The account for money advanced during the late war, for 


ihe use of the United States, amounting to something more 


than four thousand five hundred dollars has been liquidated 
and paid. - 


The quota ofarms, to which this state is entitled, for the 
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present year, by an act of congress, being one hundred and . 
tifty six stand», bave been received and deposited with the 
Quarter Master General. The act, under which the arms 
were procured, makes provision for the arming and equip- 
ping the whole body of the militia of the United States, and 
appropriates for that purpose the annual sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars. It also directs that the arms shall be ap- 
portioned among the several states and territories, according 
to the number of effective militia in each; and that they are 
to be distributed to the militia under suchrules & regulations, 
as shall be by law prescribed by the legislature of each state 
and territory. It therefore devolves upon the General As- 
sembly to adopt the necessary measures to carry into effect 
the object of this law, passed by the national legislature. 


In conformity toa provision of the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, it will be incumbent upon the leyislature to pro- 
vide at the present session, for the election of Electors of the 
State, to vote for a President and Vice-President of the Uni- 


ted States. 


As all the returns from the assessors and collectors have 
not as yet been received by the accounting officers, we are un- 
able to state precisely, the amount of the revenue for the last 
year. It appears, however. from the returns that have been 
made, and from an estimate which is presumed to be correct, 
that the gross amount will not fall short of fifty eight thousand 
dollars. The receipts into the Treasury, from the 1st day of 
January, 1819, to the 31st day of December last, ameunted to 
upwards of forty five thousand dollars, including the sum re- 
ceived from the United States, and the disbursements for the 
same period, amounted to upwards of thirty nine thousand 
dollars, including the loan to Jefferson College, and the inter- 
est upon the debt of twenty thousand dollars’due te the Bank 
of the State Under the present rate of taxation, the reve- 
nue of the state, exclusive of the expences of collection, may 
be calculated at fifty thousand dollars; and unless the ex- 
pences of the government are encreased, the disbursements 
will not exceed forty thousand dollars; so that the debt due 
to the bank can be discharged in two annual payments with- 
out embarrassing the fiscal concerns of the state. The cash 
in the treasury, on the 31st day of December last, amounted 
to eighteen thousand three hundred and ninety one dollars ; 
and the amount of revenue assessed for last year, which re-. 
mains unpaid, is estimated af twenty six thousand dollars. Of 
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the twenty thousand dollars, borrowed of the bank, five thou- 
sand were invested in bank stock, upon which the state re- 

ceived, previous to the Sist day of December last, two divi- 

dends, amounting to five hundred and fifty dollars. 


The success, fellow citizens, that has thus far attended the 
politic institutions established by the people of t-e United 
States, must be a sourcé of grateful contemplation to all whe 
justly appreciate the blessings of liberty. By adverting to the 
primordial principles upon which the government of the Uni- 
ted States, and the governments of the several states, are foun- 
ded, we can readily discover, that so long as these principles 
are held sacred, and maintained in the spicit in which they 
were adopted, that national independence, state sovereignty, 
and civil liberty, can never be endangered. It is true that our 
extensive country presents a variety of interests, each section - 
possessing advantages that invite to different pursuits; but 
as the government of the union may be considered in the light 
of a compact entered into by the several states, wherein re- 
ciprocal concessions are recognised, these several interests 
can never be the cause of important conflictions, while the fed- 
eral constitution, the charter.that binds us together, shall be 
faithfully regarded by those in whom the people confide, and 
while encroachments upon powers not granted are cautiously 
avoided Inthe intelli ence of the American citizens, in their 
attachment to the union which constitutes us a nation, happy 
at home, and respectable abroad, we have a sure pledge, that 
no measures-materially affecti: g one portion of the communi- 
ty, for the peculiar advantage dr gratification of another, wili. 
aver be adopted. 


In closing this communication, fellow-citizens, I should re- 
press a sensibility which the occasion excites, were I to re- 
frain from offering to the people of the state, and to their re- 
presentatives with whom I have participated in the manage- 
ment of ‘public affairs, my. grateful acknowledgements for 
‘the honors they. have conferred upon me, for the confi- 
dence they have reposed in me, for the support I have uni- 
formly received in the performance of official duties, and for 
the generous and indulgent spirit in which my conduct has 
been generally viewed. It cannot be expected that I have dis- 
charged the duties assigned to a station of much responsibili- 
ty, through a long period of public service, embracing a series 
of incidents, calculated to create embarrassment,. without 
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committing errors Whatever may have been the importance 
of these errors to the community, Í feel conscious that my con- 
duct has heen governed by an ardent desire to cherish the sa- 
cred principles of liberty, which form the bases of political in- 
stitutions under which we live, and to advance, so far as de- 

ended upon my agency, the happiness, prosper ty and wel- 
fire of the people, whose interests were committed to my care 
and discretion.

Whercupon Mr. Speaker, announced to the two Houses, 
that George Poindexter was duly elected Governor, and James 
Patton, Lieut. Governor of the State of Mississippi, and then 
the Senate withdrew.

A Message from the Senate, by Mr. Hughes, their Secre- 

tary. 

Mr. Speaker, 

The Senate have passed a resolution relative to an address 
to his Excellency David Holmes, to which they request the 
concurrence of the House of Representatives -and have on 
their part appointed Messrs. Dickson and Ellis, a committee 
to.act with such committee as the House of Representatives 
may appoint :

In pursuance of notice of this day the Senate came into the 
Representative Chamber and took the seats assigned to them: 
and His Excellency Grorge Poindexter, Governor elect of 
the state, entered the chamber and addressed the two houses 
in joint meeting as follows, viz : 


Hellow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives, 


I seize the occasion which brings me before you, the immedi- 
ate representatives ofthe people of this state, to return my sin- 
cere acknowledgements, for the high and dignified station, 

‘with which I have been honored, by their free and unbiassed 
suffrages. This evidence, of their confidence and regard, ap- 
peals more forcibly to my sensibility and gratitude, as it con- 
veys to my mind the additional consolation, that my efforts to 
promote the general welfare, & the local interests of my con- 
stituents, in the various public trusts which have been confer- 
red on me, have met their approbation. There can be noth- 
ing move dear to the heart of a patriot, than the prosperity, 
the honor, and glory of his country; and no reward for sacri- 
.fices incurred in the discharge of duties necessary to the at- 
tainment of these great objects, more precious than the smiles 
of an approving conscience, and the unbought plaudits of an 
enlightened people. To merit the former, is the full measure 
of my ambition ; and to receive the latter, is a solace which 
consummates all my wishes, and richly compensates for all 
my labors in the service of my fellow citizens. In entering 
upon the executive office of this state, itis not my intention 
to introduce any specie topic, falling within the scope of your 
legislative deliberations. Such is not the purpose of the pre- 
sent address; nor could J, by any lights which I possess, 
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brighten the picture of our interral affairs, which has been al- 
ready exhibited to you in the very able and elaborate mes- 
sage of my portly and distinguished predecessor, whose long 
experience, and clear, discriminating mind, have enabled him 
to discern the rocks and shoals which beset our political bar- 
que, and point to the haven of repose and security ; and who 
now yoluntarily retires from the helm of state, with the grat- 
itude and affection of his constituents, for services, alike hon- 
orable to himself and useful to his country. 


Our constitution has wisely confined the power of this de» 
Hele within specified and def ed limits, comprehending 
ittle more than a participation in legislation, and the right 
to extend pardon to unfortunate offerders against the penal 
laws of the state. So far as the execution of these powers, 
and all others, incident to this branch of the government, may 
depend on my discretion, it shall be invariably exercised, ac- 
cording to my best judgment, with firmness and impartiality ; 
05 every consideration not founded in a sincere de- 
sire to advance the public good During the short period of 
our existence, as an independent member of the union, much 
has been done to provide à code of laws, adapted to the wants 
and circumstances of the community; and yet we have many 
important subjects to engage the attention, and call forth the 
wisdom of the legislature, in perfecting statutes which may 
be found defective in their practical operation, and in the ad- 
dition of such new regulations as are necessary to give effi- 
ciency and stability to our entire system of jurisprudence. 
In the speedy and impartial administration of justice, by 
courts properly constituted and appointed, every man must 
feel a deep and permanent interest On this link in the chain 
of the constitution, depend the life, liberty, property, and re- 
putation of the citizen ; and the redress of all the complica- 
ted wrongs and injuries, which can be inflicted by those who 
are regardless of social obli. ations, on the rights and immu- 
nities of their fellow men. I cannot, therefore, too earnest! 
press upon your attention, the necessity of a well digested, 
judicial system, profitting by the experience of other states, 
which have gone before us in the path of legislation, and fur- 
nished examples of virtue and science, worthy of the enlight- 
ened age and country in which we live Nor can I pass in 
silence, the interesting duty which is efphatically paramount 
to all others, of affording encouragement and protection to 
seminaries of learning, within the state. Placed, by the hand 
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of a kind and overruling Providence, in a hémisphere aboun - 


Uing in all the fruits of the earth, and in every variety of cli- 


mate and soil, suited to the growth and culture of all the ne- 
cessaries, and even the luxuries of life, we shall deserve the

rights, ought always to be prepared to assert and defend them;

To these general subjects of legislation thay be added 
that of internal improvements. The numerous navigable 
rivers, which flow through this ‚statey emptying into the 
gulf of Mexico, might, at an expence, bearing no proportion 
to the advantages which would accrue from the measure, 
be opened-for the transportation of our bulky articles of g- 
riculture, and lumber, at almost all seasons of the yer; 
which, besides the facilities afforded to the agriculturists, 
would also invite commercial enterprises into the interior 
of the state, and by a reciprocal interchange of commodi- 
ties, promote the comfort and convenience of those who re- 
side at a remote distance from the seaboard, and greatly 
augment the price of lands, hitherto deemed of ‘sufficient 
value to command the moderate sum, at which they are of- 
fered by the government of the United States. To enable 
us the more readily to effect these objects, an appeal to the 
liberality of congress, representing the advantages which 
would accrue in the disposal of the public lands in these 
waters, is suggested, under the belief that it would result 
in the grant of a portion of the lands, for a purpose which 
would contribute so materially to hasten the sale of the 
residue, now waste and uncultivated. Your attention has 
already been drawn to the unsuccessful efforts which have 
been made by the commissioners appointed to treat with the 
Chactaw tribe of Indians, for an extinguishment of their 
title to lands lying within the limits of this state. This sub- 
Ject, on which depends the progressive augmentation of our 
strength and resourcés, deserves the most serious consider- 
ation, and I doubt not will receive our undiyided exertions, 
Itis a remarkable fact, that in every other partof the U. 
‘States, bordering on the territory of Indian tribes, no diffi- 
culty has been experienced, in purchasing for a small 
consideration, their right of possession to lands which have 
become useless to them for hunting purposes. Such is the 
condition of the country, which we desire to obtain of the 
Chactaw tribe of Indians.” They have abandoned their ac- 
customed pursuit of game east of the Mississippi; their 
hunters annually visit the vast wilderness west of thatwivery 
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establish villages there, and exercise all the privileges in 
that quarter on the territory of the United States, which 
they might lawfully do, within the limits prescribed to them 
by existing treaties; and yet they refuse a fair equivalent 
for a tract of country, which they hold to the great detri- 
ment of this“state, and the obstruction and annoyance of the 
constant intercourse, which is carried on between the west- 
ern states and the city of New Orleans, without the slight- 
est suggestion, that it is essential to them for any purpose 
comport with strict and impartial justice, and a proper res- 
pect for our own rights, that the United States should seek 
indemnity for the trespass committed by these Indians 
west of the Mississippi, and either bring them to a sense 
of reason, by the offer of a fair and equitable exchange of 
territory, or to prescribe to them such limits, east of the 
Mississippi, as will amount to a suitable indemnification.— 
It affords. me great pleasure to assure you, that the execu- 
tive branch of the general povernment, sympathize with our 
feelings and solicitude in relation to this measure, and that 
every power, properly belonging to that department, will be 
exerted to effect the object, 5

Fellow-citizens, im closing this hasty and imperfect ad- 
dress, permit me to hope that the utmost harmony and 
cordiality will characterize your deliberations during your 
present session. On all qustions of a logal nature, we should 
exercise towards each other the most liberal sentiments of 
toleration and forbearance.

A message in writing from his excellency the Governor of 
the State, by Mr. Burns, his private secretary, which was read 


and is as follows, viz : 
The Governor’s Message. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and 
of the House of Representatives: 

In addition to the subjects communicated by the executive 
for your consideration, at the commencement sf your present, 
session, I deem it my duty to call your attention to the very 
obvious necessity which exists, of a. general revision and con- 
selidation of the statutes of this State, of a public nature. It 
is believed that no State in the Union has omitted to author- 
ize a revisal of its laws, fora period so long as that which has 
elapsed since the first organization of a legislative body, in 
thè territory of which weform a part; and surely none could 
have ever required it more urgently than we de. The ming- 
ling together. public and private lawa; the constant accumu- 
lation of supplemental and explanator}acts, repealing: in part 
former acts, and leaving the remaining part in force 3 and the 
complicated legislation which we find on thesame subject, all 


tend to render it extremely difficult, and in some case, al“ 


most impracticable, to, determine with accuracy what laws 
are, or are not, in force and this remark is more particularly 
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applicable ta conservators of the peace, dispersed over an er- 
tensive country, who are often obliged to execute a delicate 
and important duty, without theaid of legal advice. Ta reme- 
dy the mischiefs and inconveniences resulting from the above 
causes and circumstances, E recommend the appointment of 
a Board of Commisaieners, to consist of three, of the 
Jearned and distin; wished citizens of the Siate, whe shall be 
authorized to Appomt a clerk, and to meet at such place as 
they ar a majority df them shall decide on, and adjourn from 
time to time, as en shall think proper, dwing the recone of 
tha legislature ; and that these commissionore wered, 
to revise and consolidate the statutes of this State, (omitting 
laws of a private nature) up to. the end of the present session; 
to correct the imperfections which may be found in the phrase · 
ology of existing laws; to reduce into one, all the laws on 
the same subject ; and report, for the use of the general asaem- 
bly, such statutes as:may be deemed necessary to complete 
our code, in all respects The utilty of such a work, will be 
seen and felt by every citizen of the State; and until it shal! 
be finished and promulgated, those whose duty it is to exe- 
eute the laws and administer justice, according to their spirit 
and intention, will be liable to errors, inseparable from the 
‘uncertain construction of a variety of conflicting provisions 
in statutes, enacted by successive- legislatures, having the 
same object in view. Should this measure meet the appro- 
bation of the general assembly, it is respectfully suggested, 
that a reasonable compensation eught to be allowed the com- 
missioners, for each day they are actually employed in the 
discharge of their duties, which, upon the moat liberal calcu» 
lation, will net exceed in amount the expenditures incident 
to honorable bodies during a session of two weeks, 

also recommend æ change in our judicial system, by a 
separation of the chancery from the common law jurisdic- 
tion of our courts. Experience has.shewn that a epmbination 
of these, in the same Judge, is productive of much embarrass- 
ment, and that the labor is greater than can be performed 
within the limited terms of the superior courts of the several 
counties.
